Crash Claims 
First Fatality 


Plano recorded its first 
fatality of the year Saturday 
night with the death of Alice 
Reese, 55, of 5029 Clover 
Valley in Lewisville. 
Police said Monday that 
involuntary 
manslaughter 
charges will be filed today 
against 6 5-year-old Clyde 
Arnold Peavy of 1202 Wilcox 
in McKinney for causing the 
crash. 
Police allege Peavy’s 1972 
Cadillac 
was 
illegally 
stopped on SH 121, about 
three miles east of SH 289, 
obstructing the westbound of 
lane of traffic, when a 1973 
Plymouth driven by the 
victim’s son-in-law crashed 
into the rear of the parked 
vehicle at 10:40 p.m. 
Bruce Loyd Griffith, his 
wife Anna Bell and daughter 
Kelley M. Griffith, all of the 
Lewisville address, were 


uninjured, but Joel R. Reese, 
64, also of the Lewisville 
address sustained major 
injuries. Collin Memorial 
Hospital reported Monday 
that Reese is in satisfactory 
condition. 


Peavy was also taken to 
Collin Memorial with minor 
injuries. Peavy was standing 
outside the car, working 
under the hood at the time of 
the crash. 
The investigating officer 
said the Peavy vehicle had 
stopped, facing northwest 
with the rear portion of the 
Cadillac in the westbound 
lane of SH 121. Griffith was 
unable to pass the vehicle 
because of oncoming traffic, 
according to witnesses, and 
as he attempted to stop, his 
Plymouth slid sideways into 
the Cadillac.

Texas was included under 
the Voting Rights Act in 1975, 
and must obtain Justice 
Department approval for 
any change in election laws. 
The primary bill provides 
for selection of delegates to

con­ 
ventions 
through 
the 
primary system and state 
party 
conventions. 
Under 
the bill, 75 per cent of the 
delegates will be selected by 
senatorial districts in the 
primary on the basis of their 
presidential preference. The 
remaining 25 per cent will be 
selected 
in 
state 
con­ 
ventions, apportioned ac 
cording to the percentage of 
vote each presidential candi­ 
date 
received 
in 
the 
statewide primary 
Critics of the bill have 
contended it is designed to 
favor Sen. Lloyd M. Bentsen 
Jr., D-Tex., who is seeking 
both re-election to the Senate 
and 
the 
Democratic 
presidential nomination. 
It was called the “Bentsen 
bill” when it was guided 
through the legislature.

Sewer Funds Expected

The City of Plano has 
applied 
for 
more 
than 
$3,000,000 in grant 
funds 
from two agencies. 
City Councilmen Monday 
night approved the plans and 
specifications for six sewer 
contracts which will be 
funded with $3.4 million from 
th e 
E n v i r o n m e n t a l 
Protection Agency and $1.2 
million 
in 
local 
p a r­ 
ticipation. 
The project which was 
approved by the voters last 
March includes interceptors, 
force mains and trunks on 
both the east and west sides 
of Plano as well as an ad­ 
dition to the Wastewater 
Treatment Plant. 
At the 
time of the bond election, it 
was believed that the city 
would have to fund 
IOO 
percent of the cost. 
Ross Jacobs of Shimek, 
Jacobs and Roming. city 
engineering consultants, told 
the council that grant ap­ 
proval is now 
virtually 
assured. 
“ I feel there is no question 
that we’ll get grant 
ap­ 
proval,” he em phasized. 


“The Texas Water Quality 
Board should approve our 
application this month and 
EPA will probably award 
the grant in March. We 
should be able to advertise 
for bids in late March or 
early April." 
He estim ated costs at 
$610,960 for a Rowlett in­ 
terceptor from the treat­ 
ment plant to Parker and 
relief at the Ridgewood Lift 
Station, $813,000 for the 
Spring Creek interceptor 
and force main which will 
parallel 
D allas 
North 
Estates to Westwood and 
Pittman interceptor which 
runs from just north of Loop 
9 to 16th St., $423,000 for 
Brown and Bowman Branch 
interceptors which run from 
Rowlett to the 
Fox and 
Jacobs additions, $356,000 
for the Dallas North trunk 
from Pittman westward, and 
$414,120 for a lift station at 
Spring Creek. 
The 
North 
Texas 
M unicipal W ater D istrict 
will 
be responsible, 
by 
contract, for construction of 
an estimated $357,680 lift 
station at Rowlett Creek and 


an estimated $1,150,000 in­ 
cinerator at the treatment 
plant. 
This addition 
will 
permit the district to burn 
the sludge produced with the 
plant’s new vacuum filters. 
The council also gave its 
permission to submit a grant 
application to the Texas 
Criminal Justice Division for 
a police legal advisor. The 
$60,000 grant will run for two 
years with the city expected 
to fund the program for at 
least an additional year. 
Police Chief Duane Kinsey 
said the prime function of 
the advisor will be to “get 
good cases.” The lawyer will 
look at each case to insure 
that legal arrests are being 
made.

tJT S f O reports began last Wednesday night and 
mLerous reports were received for four successive 
nights. By the weekend, when UFO observers from 
across the nation had converged on the area, cloud 
cover temporarily halted the sightinp. 
But the clouds began clearing Monday night and the 
reports of UFOS began anew. 
At least two UFO sightings were reportedly called 


into the police station Monday night, but police refused 
to confirm the reports or give details about them 
“I have orders from our chief to make no more 
statements at all (about the alleged UFOs),” said a 
dispatcher. 
One investigator who came to Clovis to check on the 
reports saw Monday he believed the alleged u f o s 
were scout ships from outer space. 
James Eppes of Valley Center, Calif., a member oi 
the UFO Education Center, said he was convinced of 
the validity of the sightings by two persons who told 
him they saw a scout craft board a mother ship. 
“The gentleman saw something skim over very last 
at tree-top level, fairly large, about two blocks ahead of 


him,” Eppes said. “ It accelerated fast and rose rapidly 
to about the height of the Hotel Clovis 
Later the same man “saw not only the previous 
object but an object about twice as big,’ he said. T e 
smaller object went into the bigger object as though it 
were swallowed up. From the information we have it 
looks as though the craft they sighted was a scout craft 
about 33 feet in diam eter.” 
But two other investigators — Dr. John L. Warren of 
Los Alamos and Tommy Blann of Waco, Tex. - said 
thev weren’t convinced.

Blann, director of the Texas UFO Study Group, said 
he believed the sightings were caused by natural 
phenomena.

During World War II, 
Ferris served with the 
Coldstream Guards and 
received a commission as an 
ensign.

Going back to England in 
the spring of 1946, he served 
with the Palace Guard and

parades. All of this happened 
to Ferris before his 20th 
birthday, and on his birthday 
he retired from the military 
and returned to King’s 
College where he graduated 
with degrees in anthropology 
and law. 
“The purpose of my 
degree was that I had been 
accepted for the Colonial 
Service 
as 
an 
Administrative 
officer. 
I went out to Nigeria as an 
assistant District Officer for 
18months,” he explained, 
adding that perhaps the 
reason he was sent there was 
because he spoke the Housa 
language. 
Ferris said he completed 
two tours of duty in Northern 
Nigeria and the Sudan, then 
was promoted to District 
Officer.

A Different Drummer 
Reagan Feeling 
Icy Backlash

Ronald Reagan is already feeling the chill windsi r f 
national campaigning. Not from the icy hills of New Hamp- 
shire; from the after-blasts over

Back in Sept., 1975, Reagan suggested that $90 billion could 
be cut from the federal budget. He called for Ihe iransfe 
certain responsibilities and revenues from the federal to the

that * , billion figure to 
beat Reagan over the head. That’s what happens when a 
candidate gets specific without having specifics. The slip of 
a lip can sink his ship. 


What effect all this will have on Reagan’s campaign 
remains to be seen. But, by challenging the $90 billion figure, 
the Ford folks are getting close to taking the wrong side on a 
vitally important issue. That is the need to put the 
on the exhorbitant costs and uncontrolled growth of federal 
government. Reagan’s assertion that part of this can be done 
bv shifting services and revenue sources to the states and 
lual governments is not only valid - it cries out to be done. 
Consider this: From 1961 through 1976, the federal ex­ 
pert hires will total $3,000 billion. That’s three trillion bucks. 
And, the annual increase in those expenditures accelerates 
each year. Yet, the quality and real quantity of federal 
services diminish and deteriorate almost proportionately. 
As centralism grows, service shrivels. 


That’s what is bugging the people. And that is what 
Reagan was trying to say. He may have overstated the 
immediate potential for cutback and transfer. But, it is hard 
to overstate the need to decentralize Caesar’s powers and 
programs. 
. 
, . 
Federal expenditures for 1975 are an example of what 
could be done. That fiscal year, Washington taxed, 
borrowed, printed and spent $53 billion on centralized 
programs for education, health, some social services (not 
Social Security), community development, transportation, 
environment, energy and revenue sharing. Even the cen­ 
tralists would be hard put to prove the taxpayer got full 
value for that $53 billion. 
A good case can be made that we could have gotten a 
bigger bang for our bucks if most of those programs have 
been handled at the state or local level —where the tax 
money came from in the first place. The closer government, 
and its appendages, stay to the people the more carefully the 
people’s money is expended. That’s a fact. The longer the 
lax pipeline, the greater the leakage and the higher the 
brokerage fee. 
To bug Reagan about an exaggeration is one thing; that s 
politics. But, to ignore the basic validity of his message, 
that’s something else. It’s a public disservice.

Moreover, such “moving 
expenses” are deductibel 
whether 
you 
item ize 
deductions or take the 
standard deduction because 
they are subtracted from 
gross income in computing 
“adjusted gross income,” 
the CPA revealed. 
What are the requirements 
which you must meet in 
order to qualify for the 
deduction? The following is a 
summarization of the rules: 
1. The distance from the 
old residence to the new 
place of work must be a least 
50 miles farther than from 
the old residence to the old 
place of work. 
2. You must be a full time 
employee in the 
general 
location of your new place of 
employment for at least 39 
weeks of the 12-month period 
immediately following your 
new employment. 
3. 
If 
you 
are 
self­ 
employed, you must, during 
the 
24-month 
period 
following arrival at your new 
principal place of work 
perform services on a full­ 
time basis during at least 78 
weeks. At least 39 of these 78 
weeks must fall within the 
12-month period following 
your arrival. 
4. If the 39 or 78-week 
requirement has not been 
met by the time you file your 
tax return, you may take the 
deduction anyway provided 
you reasonably expect to 
‘satisfy the test. Or you may 


wait until the requirement is 
met and file an amended tax 
return. 
Deductible moving ex­ 
penses include: (I) the cost 
of transporting members of 
the household, and their 
household goods and effects 
to the new residence; (2) the 
cost of meals and lodging en 
route; (3) temporary living 
expenses (for up to 30 days 
and not to exceed $1,000) at a 
new job location; and (4) 
expenses incident to the sale, 
purchase, •’t lease of a 
residence, s 
h as attorney’s . 
fees and re«l estate com­ 
missions; (5) expenses of 
traveling, after obtaining 
employment, 
from 
the 
former residence to the new 
job location and return for 
the purpose of finding a new 
residence. The deduction for 
items (3) through (5) is 
limited to an overall amount 
of $2,500.

expenses should be shown on 
Form 3903 which is filed with 
your Federal income tax 
return. 
Many more items will be
